League Finance Committee Reports the Pos- 
sibility of Sudden or Gradual Wide- 


spread Change

GENEVA, Sept. 18.—The Finan- 
cial Commiteee of the League of 
Nations reported to the Assembly 
today that the world’s financial 
crisis is unprecedented and ‘‘may 
well become gradually or suddenly 
more acute und more widespread.” 

This warning of a group of emi- 
nent financial experts, including 
Norman Davis, American. was 
made the basis fot an appeal for a 
larger appropriation to meet addi- 
tional fi.::.ncial emergencies which 
may arise in the League this year 
and in 1932. 

Sir Arthur Salter, British dele- 
gate, who for 10 years has been 
director of the League’s economic 
organizations, also emphusized the 
urgency of the financial crisis. He 
told the Economic Committee that 
the financial problem was the most 
important in international life. 

Tariffs and Unequal Treaties. 

Tariff systems and particularly 
unequal treaties, he charged, are 
chiefly responsible for the present 
fiscal troubles of the world. “‘At the 
bottom of the world’s financial 
crisis lie the ac:. mulated disequali- 
bria in the economic sphere which 
arise for the most part from un- 
equal tariffs,’’ he said. 

The doctrine of free trade pro- 
pounded by the World Economic 
Conference of 1927 remains un- 
challenged in the opinion of the 
British expert. ‘This doctrine is 
not discredited by the fact that the 
world :‘nce then has grown steadily 


worse economically,” he declared. 
“The medicine was good but the 
sick world did not take it.” 

The Finance Committee's plea 
was addressed to the Economic 
and Budget Committees, both of 
which have been pressing for re- 
duction of expenses. The 1931 
budget provides no funds for the 
Finance Committee beyond the cur- 
rent year and the tentative 1932 
budget provides only for normal 
activities. 

“For Unforseen Contingencies.” 

“The exceptional gravity of the 
situation now warrants making 
available sufficient credits for work 
during the: rest of 1931,” tne 
Finance Committee report said, 
“and a very considerable sum 
should be placed at the disposal of 
the Council in 1932 for unforseen 
contingencies in the § financial 
field.”’ 

The committee now ise ged in 
studying programs for the ffnancial 
rehabilitation of Austria and Hun- 
gary, but its report stated that it 
would be able “to advise other 
countries only !” more credits are 
made : vailable.” 

Further evidence of concern over 
the British tariff policy was pre- 
sented in a resolution supported by 
Belgium, Denmark, Holland, 
Sweden, t’orway and Luxembourg, 
expressing the hope that “every 
country will do its utmost to avoid 
any such commercial policy as 
would tend to increass the eco- 
nomic disequilibrium.”

JAPANESE AT MUKDEN 
FIGHT GHINESE TROOPS 


Latter Said to Have Begun At- 
tack and Attempted to De- 
stroy Railway Bridge.

TOKIO, Sept. 19. (Saturday)— 
Dispatches from Mukden, Man- 
churia, to the Reno News Agency 
today «said about 200 Chinese 
troops attacked Japanese soldiers 
at Peitaying, northern suburb of 
Mukden, at 10:30 p. m._ Friday. 
Chinese soldiers also attempted to 
destroy the South Manchurian rail- 
way bridge. 

The Japanese repulsed the Chi- 
nese. The latter were reinforced 
and a severe clash ensued. 

Japanese troops began an attack 
at 
11:20 p. m, and captyred the Pei-. 
taying district a littlé more than | 
an hour later. They drove the’ 
Chinese troops toward North Pei- 
taying. ‘ 

The South Manchurian Railway 
is a Japanese semi-Governmental 
concern. It extends from Dairen, 
in the Kalantung district of South- 
ern Manchuria, a Japanese Gov- 
ernment leased territory; to Anal 
Changchun, Manchuria, 438 miles, 
where it connects with the Chinese 
Eastern Railway. Another section 
leads from Mukden to Antung, 
connecting with the Korean main 
system. 

A dispatch from Mukden to the 
Rengo News Agency today said a 
Chinese General and 11 soldiers 
probably would be executed for 
having caused the shooting of a 
Japanese captain and three com- 
panions. 

Gen. Jung Chun, chief of staff 
of the Manchurian army, said the 
dispatch, informed Japanese Con- 
sul Morioka that proof had been 
obtained Capt. Shintaro Nakamura, 
another Japanese, a Mongolian and 
a Russian were shot as spies by 
regular troops under Gen. Kwan 
Yu-heng. It was not stated 
whether Kwan carried out the 
shooting himself or instructed 
troops to shoot. 

The Nakamura party held cer- 
tificates from Chinese authorities 
permitting them to travel in Man- 
churia and Mongolia to make 
maps. They were arrested July 26 
and shot the next day. 

Gen. Jung Chin has sent 50 cav- 
alrymen to arrest Gen. Kwan Yu- 
heng and 11 others and bring them 
to Mukden, where it is expected 
they will be executed.

Young to mobilize relief resources, 
Gifford said the aim of his organ- 
ization was to be “of widest serv- 
ice to communities in their task 
of meeting the burden placed upon 
them by unemployment—whatever 
that burden mav be.” 


“Last winter,” he said, “public; poaoy,

and private agencies in existence 
in communities throughout the 
country met the situation, on the 
whole, so that there was a mini- 
mum of su fering. 

‘They no doubt will do so again 
this winter -ven though the bur- 
den will be greater in many locali- 
ties than it was a year ago. In 
some localities it may be less and 
there will not be the drouth prob- 
lem that there was a year ago. 

“This organization is not con- 


ducting a drive fer a national fund.¢ 


Existing agencies in the United 
States in the various communities 
demonstrated effectively last winter 
their ability to cope with the situ- 
ation then before them and are 
planning to do so again. 

‘‘This organization will in no way 
disturb these activities, but, on the 
contrary, is designed to be helpful, 
not only to organizations and agen- 
cies throughout the country, which 
are already in existence, but also 
to those now being formed to deal 
with unemployment this winter.” 

Gifford said that to have organ- 
ized the country under a central or- 
ganization would have been “‘disas- 
trous.”’ :

he said. would interfere 


| with agencies built up over a long 


period of time which are under- 
stood by the communities and 
which are conversant with the 
needs of their respective communi- 
ties. 

Young told the committee com- 
unities throughout the country are 
already perfecting plans for funds, 
public and private, to meet their 
own needs. 

The purpose of the committee, 
he said, is to provide aid of a na- 
tional character which local com- 


munities could not enlist for them- 


selves. The co-operation of nation- 
al church organizations, broadcast- 
ing systems, the motion picture in- 
dustry and national periodicals is 
assured, he said, 

Gifford, Young and members of 
the committee called on President 
Hoover at the White House during 
the luncheon recess. 

The President expressed his ap- 
preciation for the members of the 
committee offering their services 
to aid in mobilizing unemployment 
rehef. 

Later the President posed -with 
the group for photographs on the 
White House lawn. He chatted 
with Young.

Moyle and Cecil A. Allen, Califor- 
nia flyers, in the nine days they 
were lost to the world after at- 
tempting a nonstop flight from 
Japan to Seattle, was told from 
many sources today as the aviators 
prepared to hop off from Miano, 
P}igino Island, Siberia, for Nome. 
Moyle and Allen were picked up 
by the Russian steamer Buriat on 
an uninhabited island off the coast 
of Siberia on the tenth day after 


their takeoff from Samushiro 
Japan, for a 4465-mile 
and were set ashore at 


Varying reports as to exactly 
“where they landed and what hap- 
pened to them were clarified some- 
what by their own report, sent to 
the Japanese newspaper Asahi at 
Tokio, and by messages received at 
the St. Paul Island naval radio sta- 
tion in the Bering Sea. 
’» Storm in Aleutians. 

In a signed article published in 
Asahi the flyers said all had gone 
well on their flight until they ap- 
proached the Aleutian Islands com- 
prising Southwestern Alaska. There, 
they said, they ran into a storm 
and for 34 hours kept their plane 
in the air only by the utmost ef- 
fort. 

Moyle and Allen said they landed 
on an’ uninhabited island of the 
Aleutian. chain, remaining there 
Seven days. On the eighth day, 
they reported, the weather cleared 
and they hopped off in a north- 
westerly direction, landing near 
Miano, about 1900.miles north and 
somewhat east of Samushiro. 

The flyers told Asahi they were 
ready to start for Nome tomorrow. 


Messages yesterday from the steam- 


er Buriat said that vessel had sup- 
| plied them with fuel. 


The Tokio dispatch says Moyle 
and Allen did not mention how 
they existed for seven days or more 
on the uninhabited island. How- 
ever, they had a food supply upon 
leaving Samushiro Beach which in- 
cluded five roast chickens, ham, 
thickly-buttered sandiwches, a 
vacuum bottle of coffe and some 
tea and drinking water. 

Reports of Hoax Denied. 

Frances Bresson, Mancee of 
Moyle, and Frank Bresson, her 
brother, were indignant over re- 
ports that the flight was a hoax. 
Frank Bresson was a backer of the 
flight. 

“Why, it’s absurd and impossi- 
ble,” said Miss Bresson. “TI had 
many letters from Don Moyle in 
which he told me of the hardships 
through which he and his co-pilot 
went in effecting their landing (at 
Samushiro) and described condi- 
tions which they had to face after 
leaving 17% »k:o.”’ 

Bresson said that “to say that 
the landing of the two flyers off 
Cape Navarin near the desolate Si- 
berian coast, in order to carry out 
plans for a hoax, is a terrible in- 
justice.” 

Bresson called attention to the 
fact that he had financed a party 
of friends to fly “rom Riverside, 
Cal., to Seattle in anticipation of 
the arrival of Moyle and Allen 
there. 

John Buffelen, Tacoma capitalist 
and owner of the Moyle-Allen 
plane, said the fragmentary reports 
of the flight results had sounded 
“queer.” but he denied the rumor 
of a hoax. He pointed to the fact 
that the newspuper Asahi had de- 
cided to give the flyers $2500 for 
their efforts as indicative of the 
good fait’. in which they had been 
held. The paper has offered $25,- 
000 for the first non-stop flight be- 
tween Papan and continental Unit- 
ed States. 


Ship Standing By to Deliver Mes- 
sages to Flyers.

ST. PAUL ISLAND, Bering Sea, 
Sept. 18.—The Russian steamer

ABOARD SUBMARINE NAU- 
TILUS, Sept. 16 (By Radio, De- 
layed ).—Threading our way 
through fog-bound fiords in high 
winds and guided by two Norwegi- 
an pilots, the Nautilus is making 
fair time and should reach Bergen, 
Norway, by Saturday. 

Last night in crossing the West 
Fiord between Lofoden Island and 
the mainland, in the high seas the 
Nautilus reared and pitched, the 
bow coming right out of the water 
and smacking down like a leaping 
green whale. Seas came over the 
bow and fog obscured vision so 
that it was difficult to keep our 
course as the boat was being 
turned. Once a broadside almost 
capsized it. The crew was torn 
from their bunks and loose ob- 
jects were shot from one side of 
the cabins to the other. Seas 
sweeping over the lower end of 
our radio antenna made communi- 
cation impossible. 

On the bridge, the navigators 
were drenched and the canvas shel- 
ter was torn. When daylight came 
it was discovered that the sheet- 
metal plates fastened to the su- 
perstructure with three-inch nails 
had been ripped from the planks. 

Soon after daylight we reached 
the shelter ofthe fields, and hence- 
forth look to a smooth passage to 
Bergen.

Erie C. Oakes, who resigned today 
as a Superior Court Judge, was 
found shot to death in his home 
here this afternoon. A pistol lay 
near the body. A medical referee 
said the Judge had committed sul- ; 
cide. 

The body was found by Dr. Wil- | 
liam H. Leith, Acting Medical Ref- | 
eree and a life long friend of the | 
Judge. Dr. Leith said Judge Oakes 
telephoned him at 11 o’clock and 
asked him how long it would take | 
him to get to his house. Dr. Leith 
said it would take only five min- 
utes and Oakes replied that such 
haste was not necessary. Dr. Leith 
went to the house and found Judge 
Oakes dead in his bed with a pistol 


on the covers. 

On a dresser near by Dr. Leith 
found two letters, one addressed to 
himself and one to the Judge’s sole 
surviving relative, a daughter, Ma- 
bel, 14 years old, who was at 
school in Lancaster. In the Ietter 
to Dr. Leith the Judge said his sul- | 
cide was “inevitable” and he re-/ 
gretted it was necessary. He asked | 
Dr. Leith to take care of his daugh- 
ter. 

Judge Oakes’ automobile struck 
a pole in Milton Sept. 13 and Chief 
of Police Isaac Downs of Milton 
and a Rochester policeman went 
to the scene. The Judge was un- 
der the influence of liquor, the po- 
liceman said, and was taken to the 
Milton police station. His identity 
Was not known until a county of- 
ficial was called in. At the station 
Oakes struggled with a policeman, 
tearing the officer’s shirt and strik- 
ing him, officials said. No charge 
was made against him.

America had drouth and extraor- 


dinary heat waves. England had 
the coldest, wettest summer weath- 
er within living memory. Southeast 
Central Europe experienced late 
spring and a June so hot schools 
had to be prematurely closed. 

Germany’s summer was remark- 
ably short and marked by frequent 
sunless days. Italy alternately 
shivered and perspired. France had 
to go back to 1850 to find precedent 
for the chilly wetness that afflicted 
her. 

Belgium lost 60 per cent of her 
wheat and oat crop in unusually 
persistent rains and her potatoes 
rotted in the ground. Norway was 
extraordinarily cold. Denmark 
changed daily from brilliant sun- 
shine to shivering temperatures and 
ducked sudden thunderstorms. 
Sweden was cold and rainy. 

Turks froze in the northern dis- 
tricts and sweltered in the south- 
ern. 

Iceland Gets the Breaks. 

Iceland got the “breaks;” her 
summer, usually a matter of only 
a few days, extended almost un- 
broken for four months. 

The West Indies had floods and 
storms and finally a hurricane. And 
across the Caribbean at Belize, 
British Honduras, lies the wreckage 
of one of the year’s greatest storm 
disasters. 


Japan had a t:rphoon to leave

China was the center of suffering 


in floods. 
Greece received no rain since 


May, excepting for a storm at Salo- 
nica a week ago, but otherwise en- 
joyed a normal summer. Mexico 
had unusually heavy rains and 
some disastrous floods. Spain was 
chilly and wet in the northern 
beach mountain resort districts, 
and not so blistery and sultry as 
usual in i2e south.

Bad Year for Switzerland.

Jugo-Slavia, Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria, however, had 
“perfect” weather and abundant 
crops.

“The past is past,” Sir Austen 
said. “It is in the interests of the 
men in the Navy and those outside 
the Navy to fovget it. It speaks 
well for general discipline that the 
matter should have passed so quiet- 
ly with no disturbance except in 
the usual routine of duty.” 

Sir Austen emphasized the inten- 
tion of the Admiralty to investigate 
all cases of hardship arising from 
pay reductions, and he implied that 
men involved in the “strike’’ would 
not suffer penalties, 

Can Talk It Over With Wives. 

On arrival at their home ports, 
along the British :.uth coast, the 
sailors will be granted week-end 
leave and will have a chance to 
talk over the recent events with 
their wives, who are blamed. by 
many officials in naval circles for 
the “strike.” The newspapers at 
most of the naval ports were 
deluged with letters from sailors’ 
wives condemning the proposed pay 
cuts as unfair and demanding that 
the Government reconsider.

Prosecutor Says He Has 
‘Important New Infoma- 
tion’ Jealousy Said to Be 
Motive for Crime.

—The inquest into the death of 
Benjamin‘ Collings was adjourned 
for a week today and a few min- 
utes later District Attorney Alex- 
ander Blue announced that he had 
obtained important information 
which he intimated he believed 
would lead to arrests within a few 
hours, ; 

As Blue walked out of the town 
hall after the inquest adjournment 
he was joined by his brother-in- 
law, Fred Mayer, a lifegurad at a 
beach near where Collings was 
thrown, beaten and bound, into 
Long Island Sound to drown. The 
two talked earnestly for several 
minutes and then Blue made his 
Statement. , 

Mayer told reporters that he had 
just given Blue the names of two 
persons involved in the murder. 
He said the motive for the killing 
was jealousy. But he did not am- 
plify this nor did he say how he 
had obtained the information he 
gave the prosecutor. 

Two witnesses were questioned 
today but the widow was unable 
to attend. 

The witnesses were Patrolman 
Amza Biggs, who found the hody 
on the beach, and Police Sergeant 
Robert Forest, the first official to 
question her. 

Forest’s testimony disclosed that 
Mrs. Collings did not say that the 
men who killed her husband also 
attacked her until she was ques- 
tioned later at the District Attor- 
ney’s office. Forest said she made 
no mention of having been molest- 
ed in any way. 

Forest said Mrs. Collings greeteq 
him with a smile and told her story 
of two men boarding the boat and 
throwing her husband over the 
side. Then they took her away. 

“Was your husband visible at 
that time?’’ he said he asked her. 

“Yes,” h said she replied. “He 
was floating in the watcr near the 
bow of the boat.” 

Forest said Mrs. Collings told 
him that the men had promised 
her that if she kept quiet nothing 
would happen to her. 

Recites Story From Notes. 

Forest told of going to the boat- 
house where Mrs. Collings was tak- 
en when found on an anchored mo- 
torboat. Using notes he made at 
the time, he recited the story he 
said she told him. It was as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. and Mrs. Collings and their 
little daughter were asleep on their 
cruiser Penguin when two men 
boarded it. Collings went on deck 
and the men told him they had a 
wounded man they must get to the 
Connecticut shore. He refused and 
then Mrs. Collings heard him say, 
“They're putting me into the wa- 
ter.” 

Forest said Mrs. Colfings told 
him the two men had forbidden any 
lights on the Penguin and_ that 
while they were arguing with Col- 
lings little Barbura Collings began 
to cry. 

“Keep that baby quiet,” the wit- 
ness said Mrs. Collings quoted one 
of the men as saying. “You do 
what you’re told and nothing will 
happen to you.”

If the sixth game should prove 
to be unnecessary, the price of the 
ticket will be refunded. 

Applicants for tickets may order 
either one or two seats for each 
game, but may order no more than 
two. Box seats for the games have 
already been sold, so that no fur- 
ther orders for them will be taken. 

Orders for tickets will be filled 
by lot. After the applications have 
been réceived enough will be 
drawn to account for all the avail- 
able reserved seats.

THIRD DEATH IN FIRE 


NN ROOMING HOUSE. 


Allen Hutchens, 60-Year-Old 
Salesman, Succumbs to Burns 
and Other Injuries. 


Allen Hutchens, 60 years old, a 
salesman, died at City Hospital last 
night of burns and’ injuries suf- 
fered in an early morning fife yes- 
terday in a fooming house at 3503 
Morgan street, in which two other 
men lost their lives. Three pere- 
sons are in the hospital with in- 
juries suffered in the blaze. 

Hutchens, occupying ea third- 


floor room, fell or jumped 40 feet 
to the ground after being trapped 
in his room by flames and smoke. 
He suffered severe body burns, and 
a. fractured skull. 

Tho other dead were Andrew 
Sansouci, 50 years old, an unem- 
ployed butcher, who lost his life 
when he réturned to the building 
to assist other roomers,-and George 
Sowell, 65. a mechanic. The most 
seriously injured of the three at 
City Hospital is Mrs. Margaret 
Collins, Who was burned, 

The cause of the fire, which was 
sweeping through the old three- 
story brick building when firemen 
arrived on the scene, has not been 
determined. The house was occu- 
pied by the family of George 
Gaines, proprietor, and 18 roomers. 

A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned at an inquest in the 
three deaths today. 

Thomas P. Moore, 72, who occu- 
pied a second-floor room, exe 
pressed. the opinion that the fire 
started near the stairway in the 
second-floor hallway, where room- 
ers placed discarded newspapers on 
top of an old icebox. Moore. said 
the fire was burning fiercely in 
the hallway when he was awak- 
ened, and he escaped by sliding 
down a porch support. 

Other witnesses were Gaines and 
two firemen... Gaines said a basket 
was provided in each hallway for 
rubbish, which was collected at ire 
regular intervals. He said he was 
unable to learn how the  bilaze 
started. The firemen testified that 
they are equally at a loss concern- 
ing the origin of the fire.

MASS BOOK DISPUTE 
~ INEPISCOPAL CHURCH 


Opponents of Publication Say 
it Will Lead to 
Romanism.

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 18.—Two 
controversial subjects were before 
the general convention of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church today. 


The canon regarding the mar- 
riage of divorced persons, and the 
use of the American missal, Mass 
book, will be debated. 

The American missal has been 
independently printed and circu- 
lated among members of the 
church. Opponents say it would 
lead the church into Romanism if 
generally used. Advocates deny 
this and say the missal is set forth 
as a supplement to the book of 
common prayer, not a substitute, 

The house of deputies has in 
committee a resolution by O. §&., 
Seymour of Long Island which 
calls for a definition of a legal 
certificate on the book of common 
prayer. 

Lucian Moore Robinson, custo- 
dian of the book of common 
prayer, certifies each edition as 
conforming to the standard book. 
Critics say Robinson certified those 
portions of the prayer book which 
appear in the missal, but not the 
entire book. 
~ Seymour’s resolution asks for a 
definiiton of Robinson’s certificate, 
but debate is expected to result in 
discussion regarding the use of the 
missal in certain parishes, © 

Matrimonial Canon Dispute. 

Delegates expect soon to vote on 
proposed changes in the matrimo- 
nial canon, with a plan advanced 
by Bishop Charles “iske of Central 
New York, finding some favor. 
Bishop. Fiske advocates the estab- 
lishment of an ecclesiastical court 
in each diocese to act in all marital 
cases and to consider questioning of 
annulment of marriage. His pro- 
posal docs not permit remarriage 
of divorced persons by a priest of 
the church.

chusetts, asking that ‘no legislation 
be passed to permit the clergy of 
this church to remarry divorced 
persons tnder any circumstances.” 

Under existing church law, @ 
priest is allowed to remarry the in- 
nocent party to a divorce granted 
on grounds of adultery. 

A canon to be presented by the 
commission on divorce permits 
priests to marry divorced persons 
regardless of grounds on which the 
divorcé was granted and ‘would 
recognize ecclesiastical courts to 
pass on petitions of divorced per- 
sons to be married again in the 
church. ; 

Bishop Seeks Reinstatement. 

Women of the church contrib- 
uted $1,030,150 through their trien- 
nial united thank offering. The 
total was announced last night. 

A petition for reinstatement has 
been presented to the House of 
Bishops by William Montgomery 
Brown, who was expelled in Octo- 
ber, 1925. The petition, written 
by Brown, will be considered by 
the Bishops in council. .The meet- 
ing will be secret. Brown, former 
Bishop of Arkansas, was tried for 
heresy because he denied the di- 
vinity of Christ and questioned the 
fundamental doctrines of the 
church. The trial was held at his 


request.

The agreement was reached on 
the recommendation of the seven- 
Power London conference last 
July, and affects about $1,200,000,- 
000 in short-term credits to Ger- 
many. Of this amount, about 
$600,000,000 is held by American 
banks, 

A cable message from the Bank 
for International Settlements. at 
Basel informed the American bank- 
ers that authorized representatives 
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of “all the countries involved had tended to tide the Reichsbank over 


signed the agreement, and that it 
became effective yesterday. In the 
meantime, banks generally had 
been leaving their credits in Ger- 
many, in anticipation of the agree- 
ment. 

American bankers commenting 
on the announcement said it 
marked the satisfactory conclusion 
of complicated and difficult nego- 
tiations, and meant the prolonga- 
tion of credits granted to Germany 
by the several countries for the fi- 
nancing of Germany’s world trade. 
The agreement was described as 
highly important to Germany’s 
creditors, as well as to the German 
people. 

The agreement is for a period of 
six months from Sept. 1, but will 
remain in effect only while the 
$100,000,000 credit extended joint- 
ly by the Federal Reserve, the 
banks of England and France, an 
the world bank, is in effect.

WORLD COURT SUPPORT 
REAFFIRMED BY BAR 


No Qpposition on: Floor to 
Resolution Passed by Na- 
tional Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 18. 
—The American Bar Association 
today reaffirmed its position urging 
the participation of the cCnited 
States in the World Court. 

It had been expected there would 
be opposition on the floor but 
none developed except a few scat- 
tered ‘“‘noes” uttered during the 
standing vote. The association has 
been On record since 1929 when it 
urged participation in the court at 
the Memphis convention. 

“Your committee, believing that 
the permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice is the greatest of in- 
ternational instrumentalities for 
the preservation of peace and jus- 
tice between nations,” says the re- 
port adopted today, “recurs to the 
approval given to the participation 
of the Government of the United 
States in the World Court upon the 
terms and conditions set forth in 
the protocol of accession of the 
United States.” 

Rush C. Butler of Chicago, chair- 
man of the Commerce Committe:, 
said opinion apparently had crystal- 
lized since the association conven- 
tion of 1929 in Memphis, resolved 
against the antitrust laws. He said 
his committee again agreed on this 
stand, approving the “proposal to 
amend the antitrust laws by con- 
ferring upon the Federal Trade 
Commission the power to pass in 
advance on restraint-of-trade con- 
tracts voluntarily submitted and hy 
granting immunity to parties con- 
tracts approved by the commission 
from the criminal, confiscatory and 
three-fold damage ‘provisions of 
antitrust laws.” 

The Commerce Committee, advo- 
cating regulation-of motor carriers 
as railroads now are regulated, said: 

“It is the sense of the American 
Bar Association that Federal legis- 
lation be enacted authorizing the 
regulation of motor vehicles operat- 
ing in interstate commerce routes 
or between fixed terminals.”

He submitted 
the names of three Democrats and 
as many Republicans — among 
whom was Ornburn, but none was 
appointed. Ornburn was born in

RAKES COURTS POLICE 


Says Desire of Judges for Re- 
ection Impairs Their - 
Independence. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 18.—At- 


tacking the Police Department and 
the courts for paying too much at- 
tention to politics, the Wayne 
County grand jury yesterday sub- 
mitted its final report to Circuit 
Judge Lester S. Moll and disband- 


ed after more than a year of in- 
termittent sessions. 

The final report said that it had 
found that certain policemen re- 
frained from molesting well-known 
gangsters because they had _ the 
impression that action against 
them would not be approved by 
their immediate superiors; that 
some policemen were promoted for 
political reasons rather than for 
merit, and that there had crept 
into the rank and file of the de- 
partment “a settled conviction” 
that “devotion to duty will not 
bring its reward as surely as po- 
litical contacts, and personal 
friendships.”’ 

The report said that the desire 
of Judges for re-election was con- 


. stantly with them and that such a 


feeling inevitably tends to impair 
the independence of the judiciary 
and hamper the administration of 
justice. 

Called into session shortly after 
the slaying of Gerald E. Buckley, 
radio announcer, in July, 1930, the 
jury has returned indictments in 
the Buckley case and for the mur- 
der of two narcotic runners. It 
also has indicted officials of the 
suburb of Hamtramck, officials of 
the Detroit Police Department and 
individuals allegedly connected 
with the so-called “plumbing and 
heating racket.” 

The jury’s last work was the in- 
vestigation of the Recorder's Court 
jury system.

Survivor of Belize Disaster, 
Back in St. Louis From Honduras, 
Tells of Rescues in Hurricane 


‘Father O’Neill Describes Heroism of Jesuit 
Priests in Saving Pupils Marooned 


by Tidal Wave. 


A description of how the hurri- 
cane that destroyed Belize, British 
Honduras, struck the ‘own and 
wiped out the nearby St. John’s 
College of the Jesuit order where 
about 27 persons lost their lives,

Poor Section Suffers. 

“The greatest havoc was wrought 
in a poor section of Belize, called 
Mesopotomia. This used to be & 
swamp, but when the troops re- 
turned from the World War the 
government gave the soldiers lots 
there on condition they would fill 
in the land. The population of 
Mesopotamia was perhaps 3000. In 
this district the Jesuits conducted 
St. Ignatius Church, a frame build- 
ing, where about 200 children: were 
gathered for refreshments that 
were served after the parade. They 
were caught and drowned: 

“At St. John’ that  afternoén 
there were about 70 or 80 board- 
ing pupils from Spanish Honduras 
and Guatemala. The buildings col- 
lapsed in the first blow and about 
23 of the boys and 10 of the Jesu- 
its were caught in the wreckage of 
the vestibule—three minutes more 
and they would have been out in 
safety. Everybody had stayed* in 
the main pbuilding during the

have had warnings of hurricanes, 
but these storms heretofore have 
turned aside before reaching the 
city. 

“Father Anthony Corey, presi- 
dent of the college, started Broth- 
er Jacobi to town with 50 or 60 of 
the boarding pupils who had got 
out safely, as the water began to 
rise. This group followed a road, 
which was covered by rising water. 
When it got above the boys’ knees, 
Brother Jacobi had them climb to 
the narrow, flat top of a big burial 
vault, beside the road at the edge 
of town. : 

“They flattened themselves out 
just as the second blow broke, and 
lay there an hour and a half, 
drenched in ice-cold water. Waves 
were lapping two feet below them. 
Did they pray? I should say they 
did. As it was beginning to get 
dark, they got down, only to find 
50 yards farther on that a bridge 
over a creek was washed away. 

Marooned Boys Rescued. 

“Brother Jacobi, who is about 
33, swam the creek, tore down 
some telephone wires and threw a 
weighted end across. He fastened 
his end and these boys of 12 to 17 
pulled themselves through the 
rushing water, hand over hand, by 
clinging to the wires. Brother 
Jacobi, standing in water almost 
up to his shoulders, lifted them to 
the road. Then the party waded 
through ankle-deep mul and waist- 
high debris to the Bishop’s house 
in town, where they slept on the 
bare chapel floor, the only dry 
place. The next morning, Brother 
Jacobi, wearing my pajamas, was 
out in town rounding up stragglers 


out by waves and hurt by floating 
debris. Brother Teson of Floris- 
sant, Mo., clung to a veranda and 
was able to keep his head out of 
water and hofd a little boy afloat. 
Brother Stewart of St. Louis, 
pinned under wreckage above the 
water line, was able to extricate 
himself and with one leg painfully 
Bishop's

The property loss to St. John’s 
was $150,000 or more, Father

ings were wiped out, the loss was 
$70,000. 

Father O’Neill is starting for 
Chicago tonight an a campaign to 
raise funds to rebuild all these in- 
stitutions. He left Belize last Sat- 
urday on a ship which ran _ fu!l 
steam ahead to avoid a_ second 
hurricane, and reached Mobile, 
Ala., Tuesday hight. He _ related 
that various public and commer- 
cial buildings were destroyed at 
Belize and one of the most serious 
losses of other churches was the 
destruction of the high cshool of 
St. John’s Anglican Cathedral.

AN INSURANCE CZAR? 
It is reported from Hartford, Conn., that the. fire 


ment of a czar. | 

We can believe that something of the sort has be- 
come necessary. Certainly the policy of the stock 
fire and storm insurance companies doing business 
in Missouri is in need of an adviser. For nine years 
these companies have been contesting the authority 


of the State, and they are still at it. In 1922 the 


then Insurance Commissioner, Ben C. Hyde, reduced 
fire and storm rates in the State 10 per cent.. In the 
nine years since then, the greater part of these com- 
panies have persistently flouted the right of the State 
to regulate their rates. "They have gone into one 
court after anothér, and have even gone so far as to 
seek admission to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. They have always lost. No court has agreed 
with them that the reduction was unfair, and there 
is no reason to suppose that any court will do so. 

Throughout this battle the companies continued to 


subtract from their rates. By the time the fight had 
gone to the point where refunds began to be made, 
the companies owed their policy holders in Missouri 
approximately $15,000,000. When Gov. Caulfield was 
elected the attorneys of the insurance companies 
proposed to him that the claims of these policy 
holders be compromised. The Governor refused. He 
reminded the companies that this money belonged to 
the policy holders and that the companies had en- 
joyed the use of it throughout the period of the legal 
contest. The Governor also called attention to the 
faithlessness of the companies, which he said had 
forfeited confidence in any agreement they might 
make. The primary issue, he said, is between the 
companies and the right of the State to regulate their

THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 
Although the latest report of army engineers shows 


the project feasible, the War Department has decidea | 


to postpone indefinitely construction of an inter- 
ocean canal through Nicaragua. Its reasons are not 
convincing. The point that Nicaraguan labor would 


be used and, therefore, no relief given to American | 
unemployment is hardly pertinent. There never was’ 
any expectation that any but native labor should be, 


employed in the jungles and swamps of Nicaragua. 
Men not acclimated would be ainable to dig this ca- 
nal without illness and fatalities, and the Govern- 
ment, as it did in the case of the Panama Canal, 
would have to use men accustomed to the climate. 

While commencement of the project would not aid 
mass unemployment directly, it would do so indi- 
rectly because of the vast quantities of materials that 
Steel, concrete, machinery and 
numerous other lines would be benefited. Moreover, 
numerous technical experts and skilled workers 
would be called out of idleness to work on the canal. 
In all, some $700,000,000 would be spent in eight 
years, and of this sum only a relatively small pro- 
portion would go to native labor; the remainder 
would return to this country. 

As for the Treasury deficit, which is urged as an- 
other reason for delaying the project, that bids fair

THE MESSAGE OF SOCIAL JUSTICE. 

The Central Conference of American Rabbis has, 
at the beginning of the Jewish New Year, memorial- 
ized the Government and industry in a moving ser- 
mon which it calls a “Message of Social Justice.” It 
recites vividly the intolerable conditions of abund- 
ance and destitution, and it thus arraigns industry: 

Our present economic order is to be judged 
and its permanence is to be assured, not to the 
degree to which it can produce wealth and power, 
but to the extent to which it can provide the 
essentials of decent subsistence to the great mass 
of toiling humanity. We serve notice that 

* * © religion has naught but bitter condem- 

nation for any economic order which, like our 

present one, again and again places concern for 
property above concern for human life and 
leaves millions of lives as wreckage in the mad 
scramble for material wealth. There is nothing 
sacred in the prasent order, and unless it can 
place itself more in accord with the fundamental 
principles of ethical conduct we forecast for it 

that same inevitable and inexorable doom as did 

the great prophets of our people in another day 

to another generation, blind and callous. 

Addressing the Government, it bespeaks action. It 
urges “a gigantic program of necessary public works 
far in excess of anything yet proposed.” In the 
building of roads, grade crossing elimination, refor- 
estation and other public improvements, it recom- 
mends.an investment of from three to five billions. 
and declares this money to be available, as evidenced 
by the over-subscription of the Treasury's recent bil- 
lion-dollar loan. Among obvious remedial! and sta: 
bilizing measures it includes unemployment insurance 
and shorter hours of labor as the necessary counter- 
part of the machine. 

This sermon ‘could, of course, be as becomingly 
preached from any Christian altar, Protestant or 
Catholic, as In a Jewish temple. As a matter of 
praiseworthy fact, sermons identical in spirit are be- 
ing widely preached. And when the American rabbis 
lay down the ultimatum to me economic order that 
it must correct these abuses or collapse, there is an

Work or Charity? 


Outstanding question of the day is whether winter's unemployment emergency shall 
be relieved by work or charity; President Hoover's nationwide charity relief plan 
harks back to wartime; volume of public work needs are ample te provide all with 
jobs; national spirit and united purpose can carry countrv through by work alone.

HALL next winter's unemployment 


emergency be relieved by work or by 
This question, which we asked in 
urging public works for relief, is now the 
Outstanding question of the day. The emer- 
gency has been brought into sensational 
prominence by the President’s step in or- 
ganizing nationwide charity relief méeas- 
ures. As yet nothing has bce ione toward 
mobilizing increased public works. 

The. President's extragovernmental or- 
ganization is a reminder of wartime meth- 
ods. And ina very real sense we are again 
at war—fighting to overcome thé menacing 
effects of economic breakdown and win 
back for all the people the opportunity for 
self-support. If so, let wartime methods be 
applied purposefully, by overcoming idle- 
ness rather than by compromising with it. 
The outcome is sure if «he fight is pressed 
intelligently and unitedly. At a time when 
our national resources have been developed 
to unparalleled richness it is unthinkable 
that we should yield to distress, or allow 
large numbers of the people to be demoral- 
ized by charity. 

Public works can employ the idle and 
can make available to them, not by gift but 
by right of labor, the stores of food, cloth- 
ing and shelter of which the country has 
abundance. Private business has proved 
powerless to maintain the workers at their 
jobs. The great resource of public work re- 
mains. Is this resource sufficient? There 
are those who say that the great volume 
of public works required to meet the emer- 
gency does not exist, and that therefore we 
must resign Ourselves to the charity plan. 
They disregard the facts.

Construction needs exist in prodigious 
volume. The country’s annual budget of 
public works construction approaches three 
and a half billion dollars. An addition of 
little more than twice this amount w'll give 
work to 5,000,000 men at an expenditure of 
$1500 per man for labor and materials. Less 
will do. in fact. Large numbers are en- 
gaged behind the lines—the supply, housing 
and service workers whose employment re- 
sults from that of the direct producers: 
construction payrolls need not provide for 
these. It is quite likely that mere doubling 
of the volume of public works ccenstruction 
for a year would provide a job for every 
seeker. 

Let us make the picture specific. Road 
work alone could take care of the entire 
unemployment é@mergency, were no other 
source of work at hand. More than two 
million miles of road in the United States 
still want improvement from the dirt-road 
stage. Reasonable mbodderuization of but 
half or a third of that mileage within a 
year would enlist the service of every un- 
employed worker. Tools might prove short 
at the start, but they could be provided. 

But such intensive use ofa single re- 
source is not necessary. .Many roads aré 
remote, and the unemployed have gathered 
largely in the cities. They can find quite as 
much work close at home. Cities can make 
available a vast total of urgent work— 
street widening and paving, modernization 
of public buildings, sewer and water im- 
provement and the bettering of medieval 
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conditions in dozens of directions. If noth- 
ing more were done than to safeguard, re- 
construct and render decently. habitable the 
notoriously unfit institutional buildings 
throughout the land, it would absorb a 
large contingent of the idle. 

In brief, the volume of needed public 
work is ample to provide the employment 
by which the emergency can be met in full. 
Every state, county and city has its quota. 
There is Fed@era! construction also, but this 
is only a tenth of the country’s annual pub- 
lic works Dudget. The great bulk of emer- 
gency construction will come from the 
states and local communities. 


We are not forced to depend on charity, 
then. We can work our way out. And the 
means are available. We lack neither money 
nor the ability to organize and plan quickly. 
The difficulties are great, but they can be 
overcome. 

Financing is probably the greatest. Heavy 
tax burdens and local. bond obligations 
throttie the public work of local communi- 
ties. Cities are poor; tax collections are far 
behind and bonding margins are small or 
absent. But financing is eas’’y accomplished 
through the superior ability of the Federal 
Government to markét bonds. Loans of far 
greater preportions were sold to the people 
during the war. A reconstruction bond is- 
sue can quickly provide all the money 
needed, whether it taps the huge accumula- 
tion of idle investment funds through the 
banks or is distributed countrywide to the 
people.

Sprinkle with salt, dredge with 
flour and cook 20 minutes at a 
very hot temperature, about 55) 
degrees F. Then reduce tempera- 
ture to 450 degrees F., allowing 
about 15 minutes to the pound for 
well-done roast. . Baste with drip- 
pings. 

Yorkshire Puddings. 
Sift together one cup flour, one- 


ually one and one-half cups milk to 
make a smooth batter. Beat three 
eggs until thick and lemon colored. 
Add to batter, and turn into a very 
hot muffin pan which has been 
greased with beef drippings. When 
puddings are well risen .in pan, 
baste with hot drippings. Bake 
about 20 minutes and when done, 
arrange on platter around roast.

Wash one-half pound prunes 
and one-fourth pound dried apri- 
cots. Cover with cold water and 
let soak over night. Next day heat 
slowly in the same water, and sim- 
mer until very tender. Just before 
removing from the fire add one- 
quarter to one-half cup sugar, de- 
pending on tastes. Cool, remove 
the pits from the prunes and cut 
the fruit in small pieces. 

Soak two teaspoons gelatine in 
two tablespoons cold water, dis- 
solve in one-half cup boiling water 
and add to the fruit juice. Cool 
until beginning to thicken, then 
fold in two stiffly beaten egg 
whites, one-half cup whipping 
cream, whipped stiff and the fruit. 
Chill, put in individual dishes and 
serve cold.

Wi ROAST SHOULDERS 
FOR SUNDAY DINNERS 


Stuffed Pork and Lamb 
Shoulders With Mint and Sav- 
orites Are Welcome Changes. 


“Instead of the usual roast, try 
either pork or lamb shoulder for 


a Sunday dinner. With stuffings 
of well-flavored mixtures, these 
are substantial and appetizing. 
Roast Stuffed Shoulder of Lamb. 

Select a shoulder of lamb weigh- 
ing from three to four pounds 
Have the butcher remove all the 
bones and the fell. Save the bones 
for making soup. A lamb shoulder 
may be stuffed and either left flat 
or rolled. The flat shoulder is 
easier to sew up than the rolled, 
and the pocket holds twice as much 
stuffing. Either of these com- 
pletely boned stuffed shoulders can 
be carved straight through in at- 
tractive slices of part meat and 
part stuffing. 

Wipe the meat with a damp 
cloth. Sprinkle the inside of the 
pocket with salt and pepper, pile 
the hot stuffing in lightly, and sew 
the edges together. Rub salt, pep- 
per and flour over the outside. If 
the shoulder has only a very thin 
fat covering, lay sevéral ‘strips of 
bacon over the top. Place the roast 
on a rack fin an open pan without 
water. Sear for 30 minutes in a 
hot oven. If bacon is laid over the 
roast, shorten the time of searing 
so as to avoid overbrowning. Re- 
duce the temperature of the oven 
to 300 degrees F. and cook the 
meat at this temperature until ten- 
der. From two and one-half to 


‘three hours will be required to cook 


a medium-sized stuffed shoulder at 
these oven temperatures. Serve 
hot, with brown gravy. 

Mint or Watercress Stuffing. 

Three cups fine dry bread 
crumbs, one-half cup fresh mint 
leaves, or one and one-half cups 
finely cut watercress leaves and 
stems, six tablespoons butter or 
other fat, three tablespoons 
chopped celery, one and one-half 
tablespoons chopped onion, three- 
quarters teaspoon salt. Dash with 
pepper. 

Melt the butter tn a skillet and 
add the onion and celery. Cook 
for a few minutes and add the mint 
leaves or the finely cut cress and 
the other seasonings, stir in the 
bread crumbs, and mix all the in- 
gredients together. When using 
watercress allow the liquid which 
cooks out_to evaporate before the 
bread crumbs are added. 

Roast Stuffed Pork Shoulder. 

Have the butcher skin a 
trimmed, fresh shoulder of medium 
size and remove the bones. Wipe 
the meat with a damp cloth. Lay 
the boned shoulder, fat side down, 
and carefully cut a few-gashes in 
the parts where the meat is thick- 
est so that it will hold more stuff- 
ing. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per. Pile in some hot stuffing, be- 
gin to sew the edges of the shoul- 
der together to form a pocket, and 
gradually work in the rest of the 
stuffing, not packing it, but put- 
ting in lightly as much as the 
shoulder will hold. The recipe for 
stuffing given below makes the 
right quantity for a three to four 
pound shoulder. Rub the outside 
of the stuffed shoulder with salt, 
pepper and flour. Place the roast 


‘On a rack in an open pan without 


water. Sear the meat for 30 min- 
utes, or until lightly browned in @ 
hot oven. Then reduce the oven 
temperature rapidly to very mod- 


erate heat, and continue roasting | 
at this tempjerature until the | 


meat is tender. A _ four-pound 

shoulder will require about three 

and one-half hours to cook.

Two cups fine dry bread crumbs, 
one-quarter cup chopped celery, 
two tablespoons butter, one table- 
spoon chopped onion, one table- 
spoon chopped parsley, one-eighth 
teaspoon celery seed, one-quarter 
teaspoon savory seasoning, three- 
quarters teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper. 

Melt the butter in a skillet, add 


'the celery, onion and parsley, and 


you follow this short-boil | 


|, cook for a few minutes. Then add 


the bread crumbs and other sea- 
sonings and stir until well mixed 
and hot.

Soak one envelope of gelatine in 
one and one-half cups cold water 
for 10 minutes.

Earache 


‘HERE are two splendid rules 
T which every parent should obd- 

serve strictly. One is never to 
treat stomach ache with castor oil, 
the other not to put anything into 
an aching ear. 


The aching tummy may be an 
acute inflammation of the appendix, 
for which there are few things 
worse than castor oil. 


The aching ear may have a perfo- 
rated drum which will allow what- 
ever is put into it to enter the mid- 
dle ear, where it may cause serious 
difficulties, including mastoid in- 
flammation. 


If you choose to bide your time 
before calling for medical help, do 
so without instituting any Aarsh 
treatment. 

Warmth is one of the best com- 
mon agents for the relief of pain. 
It should be applied as dry heat by 
making the patient lie with the bad 
ear on a half-filled rubber hot-wa- 
ter bottle. 

As in all cases where heat is to be 
applied to the body, care should be 
taken to avoid burning the patient. 


Tf there be wax in the ear, do not 
try to remove it unless it is at the 
very end of the outer canal. Pok- 
ing in the ear may damage the 
drum. 

Infants may suffer earache before 
they are of age to describe the na- 
ture and position of their pain. 

However, such infants may rub 
the ear or bend the head toward the 
affected side. 

Occasionally the ear pain is due 
to diseased teeth, tonsil inflamma- 
tion. or involvement of the mouthr 
tissues near the inner ear canal 
opening. 

In such instances local app'icae- 
tions to the ear will do little to re- 
lieve pain. 

Occasionally, what children call 
earache is pain due to enlargement 
of a lymph gland behind or beneath 
the ear or near the mastoid. 

Sometimes this swelling is due 
to lice @6r to some slight skin infec- 
tion.
